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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-18 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches an inkjet 
cartridge for dispensing a predetermined amount of fluids and/or reagents comprising an array of 
capillary tubes, filled with predetermined fluids and/or reagents, that are disposed on an inkjet 
print head so as to communicate with channels of the print head respectively and provide 
capillarity sufficient to prevent the fluids and/or reagents in the capillary tubes from leaking 
through the channels but not so great as to prevent the fluids and/or reagents in the capillary 
tubes from dispensing through the channels in the combination as claimed. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art references (US Pat. 4,158,847; US Pat 4,215,092; US Pat. 4,412,232; 
US Pat. 4,414,552; US Pat. 4,504,845; US Pat. 4,548,825; US Pat. 4,623,904; US Pat. 6,001,309; 
US Pat. 6,394,598; US Pat. 6,866,825) cited in the PTO 892 form show an inkjet print head that 
is deemed to be relevant to the present invention.
